Testimony on the open shop policy 
in Los Angeles yesterday concluded 
the series of hearings of the Federal 
Industrial Relations Commission. 


The commission has taken evi- 
dence in the north, and sat for two 
weeks in San Francisco before going 
to Los Angeles. 


The chances given for those repre- 
senting the minority to express their 
views on conditions, and to offer tes- 
timony for the cousideration of the 
commission has caused a wail to 
rise from many editorial desks in 
capitalistic newspapers of large and 
small cities. 


The commission, appointed by 
President Wilson, has gone on about 
its work, has called witnesses from 
both sides, and endeavored to get as 
fair and accurate information re- 
garding the industrial troubles as 
possible. 

The fight of the Merchants, Manu- 
facturers’ and Employers’ Associa- 
tions for ‘‘open shop” conditions in 
Stockton was gone into in detail. 
Leaders from the manufacturers and 
merchants of that city were called 
upon to give their reasons for want- 
ing the changed labor 
They were given opportunity to ex- 
plain in testimony the reasons they 
claimed for the conditions which they 
called injurious. 

And so were the labor unions and 
neutral experts allowed to go on 
record with their reasons for waging 
the terrible fight against oppression 
by the merchants’ organization in 
Stockton. 

The commission when finished 
with its hearings will make a report, 
after going over the evidence taken. 
They will have material which would 
have been impossible to obtain under 
any other circumstances. If they are

lieving anything else, they will 
make recommendations for changes, 
which will be made from observa- 
tion and study of conditions as they 
actually exist.

In 1875 
there were three organizations with 
such ‘benefits, viz.: the Brotherhood 
of Conductors, the Cigarmakers’ Fed- 
eration and the first mentioned. 
Three other organizations followed 
this example in 1883, and since that 
time the number has steadily in- 
| creased. 


Taking forty organizations as a 
basis, reports show that $6,707,989 
was paid in death and disability al- 
lowance in 1910. Reports received 
from various local unions throughout 
the country show that they pay in 
sick benefits from $3 to $10 a week. 
It is a safe estimate that at least 
2,500,000 union members are quali- 
fied to receive sick benefits through 
their unions. 


If the average amount paid by the 
molders, $5.20 a week, be accepted 
a8 a general average, in the year 1910 
the local unions paid in sick benefits 
at least $5,000,000, giving a grand 
total in the year of more than $12,- 
000,000 in sick, death and disability 
benefits paid by the trade unions of 
America.
